Will Zeldin Challenge Cuomo?

epublicans are trying to recruit U.S. Rep. Lee 

Zeldin (R-Shirley), the congressman who rep- 
resents the East End, to challenge Gov. Andrew Cuo- 
mo, a Democrat who is up for re-election next year. 

Katie Vincentz, Zeldin’s spokeswoman, confirmed 
reports that the congressman is being wooed for a 
gubernatorial run, but stopped short of saying if he 
plans to officially throw his hat in the ring. 

“He’s had a lot of passionate outreach recently 
from New Yorkers who are basically saying, ‘If you 
don’t run and you don’t win, I’m leaving,” she said. 
“The one thing he knows for sure on this is that he’s 
going to do everything he can to make sure Andrew 
Cuomo doesn’t get a 4th term.” 

Zeldin is one of several Republican congressmen 
being considered for a run, New York State GOP 
Chairman Nick Langworthy said. If he ran, he would 
forfeit his congressional seat, creating a vacancy 
that would guarantee New York’s First Congressio- 


nal District gets a new representative in 2023. 

“We are delighted that Congressman Zeldin is 
among those considering the race,” said Jessica 
Proud, a spokeswoman for Langworthy. “He would 
make an excellent candidate.” 

Zeldin, a former New York State senator, has urged 
state lawmakers to revoke the governor’s emergency 
powers granted at the start of the coronavirus pan- 
demic after it was recently revealed that Cuomo’s 
office underreported the statewide nursing home 
death toll. 

State Democratic Committee Chairman Jay Ja- 
cobs recently called for Zeldin to resign after the 
congressman voted against certifying President 
Joe Biden’s electoral college win hours after former 
President Donald Trump’s supporters stormed the 
U.S. Capitol building in a deadly riot on January 6. 
The congressman previously made national head- 
lines when he became one of Trump’s top defenders 
during the former president’s first impeachment 
trial.

overnment officials would be fined 

for wrongfully denying access to 
public records or improperly shielding 
legislative meetings from view under a 
pair of proposals from New York State 
Assemblyman Fred Thiele (I-Sag Har- 
bor). 

The first bill would amend the state’s 
Freedom of Information Law (FOIL), 
the legal mechanism to request gov- 
ernment records, to fine officials up to 
$1,500 if a court finds that an agency 
had no reasonable basis for denying ac- 
cess to public records. The second bill 
would strengthen the Open Meetings 
Law (OML), which requires public ac- 
cess to government meetings, to enact 
fines up to $2,000 for any member of 
a public body that intentionally violates 
the law. 

“There’s a famous saying that sun- 
shine is the best disinfectant. I couldn’t 
agree more,” Thiele said. “The penal- 
ties provided for under current statute 
simply have not been strong enough to 
ensure compliance, and this has been 
made even more apparent throughout 
the state’s handling of the COVID-19 
pandemic.” 

Thiele’s bills come after Gov. Andrew 
Cuomo has come under investigation 
for underreporting the state’s nursing 
home death toll. A government watchdog 
group sued the state for records docu- 
menting the deaths, prompting acourtto 
order thestate to finally release the infor- 
mation nearly a year after the pandemic 
began. 

Under Thiele’s proposal, an agency 
that defies a court order to release 
documents would be fined 
up to $500 per day until 
the records are turned 

over. And officials

ing the OML would 

not be reimbursed by 
the government for the 
fines.

North Fork 
Politico

ederal authorities have arrested a former 

Democratic candidate for Southold Town 
Supervisor for allegedly sharing child porn on 
the internet. 

Damon Rallis, a longtime building permits 
examiner for the North Fork town, was ar- 
rested on February 23 and charged with dis- 
tribution of child pornography. During a bail 
hearing at Central Islip federal court, U.S. 
Magistrate Anne Shields ordered he be placed 
under house arrest pending trial. 

Rallis, who is also a former code enforce- 
ment officer and ex-editor of the Traveler- 
Watchman, was not immediately available for 
comment. He earns $76,260 annually, accord- 
ing to payroll records. 

He also is a scoutmaster for the Boy Scouts 
in Greenport, according to The Suffolk Times, 
which first reported the arrest.

Continuing Criticism

N ew COVID-19 vaccination sites are open- 
ing across the Hamptons and North Fork, 
although East End officials remain concerned 
about New York State’s handling of the rollout. 

‘Suffolk County Community College’s East- 
ern Campus in _ Riverhead joined Pecon- 
ic Bay Medical Center in becoming a 
vaccination site, county officials said, and the state 
has coordinated one-day pop-up sites at several lo- 
cal churches, including Most Holy Trinity Catholic 
Church in East Hampton and St. Rosalie’s Church 
in Hampton Bays. But local officials critical of the 
rollout maintain that the state still needs to do 
more. 

“Frankly, the current state process put in place 
for vaccine distribution is fragmented and chaotic,” 
said Southold Town Supervisor Scott Russell. “The 


lack of advance notice to the community when vac- 
cines are available at different locations leads to 
disappointment and frustration for those who sim- 
ply don’t know when vaccines are being offered.” 

So far, those eligible to get vaccinated are in 
groups 1a and 1b, which includes teachers, first 
responders, public transit workers, public-facing 
grocery store workers, people in homeless shelters, 
anyone older than age 65, and people with certain 
comorbidities. But supply bottlenecks continue to 
cause long delays for members of the public seek- 
ing to secure appointments. 

Gov. Andrew Cuomo’s office did not respond to a 
request for comment. 

Russell added, “We recognize that vaccines are 
limited and that this is a problem statewide, how- 
ever, a shortage of vaccines doesn’t mean there 
should be a shortage of information, too.”

All 5 US Presidents Who Spent Time Here Came to 
Grief Before Their Terms Were Up —

A total of five American 
presidents spent time in 
the Hamptons. All finished 
their terms badly. Two were 
impeached. One resigned and 
fled to avoid being impeached. 

One broke away from his party to start a third 
party and lost. And one got kicked out of his 
party to prevent his running for a second term. 

Nearly all the other 40 presidents ended their 
tenure with handshakes, congratulations and a 
friendly wave into the sunset. 

Is there such a thing as the Hamptons Curse? 

John Tyler was president from 1841 to 1845. 
During his time in office, he courted a beautiful 
East Hampton woman, Julia Gardiner, age 21, — 
wrote letters and poetry to her, then, when he 
was 53 and she 22, married her. He’s the only 
president to marry while in the White House. 
As it turned out though, if successful in love, he 
was a lousy president and when his single term 
was coming to an end and he hinted he'd like 
a second term, his political party voted to kick 
him out of the party and run somebody else. 
The other party, the Republicans, didn’t want 
him around either. Twenty years after the start 
of his presidency, he became a senator. For the 
Confederacy. 

Richard Nixon and his wife Pat vacationed at 
Gurney’s Inn before becoming president in 1968. 
He wrote his first nomination acceptance speech 
in Montauk. Then he was caught in a lie. Running 
for a second term, he had paid some thugs to break 
into the Watergate complex in Washington, D.C., 
and plant bugs in the ceiling panel of his opponent’s 
political office. He could anticipate his opponent’s 
every move. After his landslide win, however, it was 
learned he’d done this. When confronted, he denied 
it. When it was proven this was a lie, both parties 
said they wanted to impeach him. So, he resigned 
before the process could begin and fled into seclu- 
sion. Not to the Hamptons, but to California. 

Teddy Roosevelt spent six months in Montauk 
starting August 14, 1898. He hadn’t intended to be 
here, but because he was part of the U.S. Army that 
went to Cuba and beat the Spanish, (he led the charge 
up San Juan Hill), he came to this place with many

of his fellow troops who had come down with tropi- 
cal diseases. The sitting president, William McKin- 
ley, didn’t want them all mustered out of the Army 


- to go home right away. That could cause a national 


epidemic. McKinley instructed the whole army to 
quarantine in isolation somewhere to recover. Mon- 
tauk, wild and isolated at the time, was perfect. 


From 1901 to.1909, Teddy Roosevelt was presi-' 


dent. He was highly regarded, but after retiring 
from political life for four years, he declared him- 
self ready for a third term. When his political party 


‘nominated somebody else, he got angry, broke off 


and started a third party which in the election went 
down to a disastrous defeat, sending him off into po- 
litical retirement. Too bad. Nevertheless, his statue 
is up on Mount Rushmore. Also a ranch building in 
a Montauk county park is named for him. 

Bill Clinton was elected president in 1992 and 
served our country well through to 2001. He is 
considered one of our better presidents. But in 1998 
he was impeached by the House of Representatives

for allegedly having-had an affair with one of 
his young White House interns. Although his 
impeachment did not lead to conviction, he 
finished his second term with this blot on his 
reputation. Since about 2011, he and his wife 
Hillary have rented a home in the Hamptons in 
the summertime. He sometimes appears at the 
annual Artist & Writers charity softball game 
in East Hampton. One year he called balls and 
strikes. 

Donald Trump was president from 2017 to 
2021. Many consider his tumultuous single 
term the worst ever. Others adore him and say 
they will follow him anywhere, even if it meant 
storming the U.S. Capitol while Congress was in 
session. Trump wanted to overturn the results 
of the 2020 election, which he had lost, and he 
got impeached for urging this insurrection to 
do so. He was also impeached the previous year 
for allegedly trying to bribe a foreign leader into 
denouncing one of Trump’s political opponents. 
He did avoid conviction both times. And he did 
complete his one term. Before becoming presi- 
dent, Trump had a helicopter business in the 
Hamptons from 1989 to 1992. He flirted with 
the idea of developing a golf resort in South- 
ampton, but never went ahead with it. Instead, 
the Sebonack Golf Club was developed without 
him. He’s also been Out East numerous times 

fundraising at people’s homes, both in the campaign 
of 2016 and the one in 2020, which he lost. 


A FUTURE PRESIDENT? 


ur local Congressman Lee Zeldin is a major 
backer of everything Trump. Zeldin, without 
evidence, voted to challenge 7 million votes that 
defeated Trump, voted not to convict Trump for the 
insurrection at the Capitol and voted against im- 
peaching Trump in 2018. And when Trump flew to 
the Hamptons, Zeldin was often at hand at the air- 
port to meet him. 
It is baffling to me that Zeldin, who is otherwise 
a nice guy, would be like this. Anyway, crowds pro- 
tested outside his Shirley office. Others called for 
him to resign. But he is young. Some think he might 
be chosen vice president in another Trump run. Is 
there a presidency in Zeldin’s future? 
But beware the Hamptons Curse.

A Planned Casino Brings Hope and Conflict for the 


Shinnecock People 


BY LEE MEYER 


he embattled Shinnecock Nation, 

currently in major conflict with 
New York State over its two monument 
billboards on Sunrise Highway, has 
announced plans to start construc- 
tion on a casino on its reservation this 
summer. Leaders and activists in the 
Shinnecock Nation expect the casino 
to be a massive economic boon to the 
nation’s struggling people, while mem- 
bers of the surrounding Southampton 
community are deeply concerned with 
the negative impact this could have on 
the Hamptons year-round. 

The planned Shinnecock Casino 
Hamptons will be a Class II casino, as 
approved by the National Indian Gam- 
ing Commission [NIGC]. This means 
that there would only be slot machines 
and electronically controlled tables, 
as opposed to live dealers, similar to 
Jake’s 58 Hotel & Casino in Islandia. 
As the casino will be on sovereign 
land, they are not beholden to Town of 
Southampton bylaws and regulations. 

But what makes this plan different 
from the last few plans for a Shin- 
necock casino, which was attempted 
in 2003 and then again in 2011? 

“There’s no time like the present,” 
says Shinnecock Chairman Bryan 
Polite of the casino’s recent announce- 
ment. “It’s been a 20-year quest, and 
were at the culmination of a lot of 
hard work, not just over the last couple 
of years, but the past 20 years of fed- 
eral recognition, then getting the gov- 


ernment reorganized, then getting our 
gaming ordinance approved by NIGC, 
getting the right partners.” 

The Shinnecock people are working 
with Tri State Partners to assist with 
construction and operation of the ca- 
sino. 

“Over the past several years we have 
witnessed the suffering of the Shin- 
necock Nation and also seen the op- 
portunity to lift their people from the 
poverty they currently live in,” said Tri 
State Partner and Managing Member 


& Together, collectively, we've managed 


to adapt to survive, and that’s what 


we plan to do going forward. It’s not 


really a choice we have, it’s just a duty 
and obligation that we have to fulfill.

Jack Morris in a February 17 press 
conference. “This will be a property 
Long Island residents will enjoy vis- 
iting,-while enabling the Shinnecock 
Nation to take advantage of opportu- 
nities other members of Native Ameri- 
can nations have harnessed.” 

Tela Troge, a spokeswoman for the 
Shinnecock Nation and a tribal at- 
torney, has been an active member of 
_ the nation her whole life, along with 

Polite. While Troge and Polite are both 
relatively young, their desire to bring 
their nation to prosperity comes from 
learning from those that came before. 

“I think our paths were laid for us 
by our mothers and our grandmoth- 

ers, and our aunts and our families, 
they really taught us the importance 
of our culture in our community,” she 
says. “And both of us have really been 
involved since [we were] children and 
going to tribe meetings and seeing 
the needs for improvement and get- 
ting the education necessary to make 
meaningful changes....the community 
that I was raised in is a very beautiful, 
brilliant, kind, generous culture, and 
unfortunately, we have faced a lot of 
hardship, a lot of injustice—genocide, 
slavery, land theft, the spread of dis- 
ease, we've seen it all. Together, collec- 
tively, we’ve managed to adapt and to 
survive, and that’s what we plan to do 
going forward. It’s not really a choice 
that we have, it’s just a duty and obli- 
gation that we have to fulfill.” 

Polite adds, “My hope for future gen- 
erations is the hope that our parents 
had and their parents before them—to 
continue to be good stewards of this 
land, to make sure that our culture 
survives and that our people are taken 
care of, not just for this generation, the 
next generation, the next seven gen- 
erations and the next 10. When we say 
we are still here, [we need] to keep that 
going, to have this land and the culture 
for another 10,000 years.” 

But the surrounding community 
of Southampton doesn’t see the ca- 


sino, which will be located off the 
already-congested Montauk High- 
way, in the same positive and hopeful 
light. Southampton Town Supervisor 
Jay Schneiderman is extremely con- 
cerned. 

“A casino on the reservation would 
have serious negative impacts to the 
region,’ says Schneiderman. “The 
traffic is already not moving in the 
morning and afternoon. It couldn't 
handle that type of use. We're talking 
about 1,000 video lottery terminals in 
a 76,000 square foot building in a two- 
lane highway.” 

Schneiderman also does not believe 
that the casino will help the Shin- 
necock economically. 

“I don’t see why people would go 
there to be able to access Class II gam- 
ing when they can do that at Jake’s 58,” 
he says, noting that the Islandia casino 
is more conveniently located. 

Schneiderman also believes that 
Shinnecock Casino Hamptons is more 
of a move by the nation to get approval 
for a casino off the reservation. 

“I do think if they could get a com- 
mercial license for another site, they 
would take this off the table,” Schnei- 
derman says, noting “the governor’s 
going to be handing out three commer- 
cial licenses for downstate and they’re 
certainly trying to get one of them. I 
think that this is their way of saying, ‘if 
we don’t get one, we're building at the 
reservation.” 

The dissonance between Troge and 
Polite and Schneiderman is quite 
stark, but it’s not entirely surprising. 
The relationship between Southamp- 
ton and the Shinnecock Nation is con- 
tentious, to say the least. 

“The town government took our 
land and has sued us multiple times, 
so contentious is an understatement,” 
says Polite. “But I will say this—it’s 
gotten better. I think that this town 
board has made a concentrated effort 
to try to work with us, being on the leg- 
islation for the Graves Protection Act, 


which needs further work, but they’re 
listening, I think. There’s always going 
to be issues because of the long history 
of injustices. The town government, as 
a whole, originated with a lot of theft 
of land. We were fenced in. There’s a 
lot of historical trauma there. But the 
Shinnecocks are always ready and 
willing to go down that path and I do 
commend this current town board for 
trying to work with us.” . 
Schneiderman has been proactive in 
establishing the graves act, which es- 


2 tablishes protocols if human remains 


are encountered during construction 
activities in the town. 

And Troge recalls a_ statement 
Schneiderman made to Dan’s Papers 
in November during a month-long 
sovereignty camp and protest that she 
found particularly moving. 

“I read an incredible statement by 
[Schneiderman] acknowledging the 
history that I do have a lot of faith in 
Jay Schneiderman and the current 


town board,” she recalled. “I think - 


there's a lot of room to grow coopera- 
tively.”

The statement Troge is referring to: 
“I can’t] undo the history, beginning 
with colonial times, in terms of how 
the Shinnecock were treated—their 
land stolen, disease brought here, 
lots of questionable treaties and land 
deals. I can’t undo that. But at least 
we can try to work together now and 
address the ongoing issues of poverty, 
malnutrition and economic develop- 
ment.” 

Today, Schneiderman says that he’s 
tried to work with the Nation on other 
projects he thinks will be beneficial to 
both the Shinnecocks and Southamp- 
ton. 

“There are a lot of things that they 
can do to improve the economic condi- 
tions of their people,” he says. “They’ve 
talked about the rest area with the res- 
taurant and gas station. I said I would 
support that. They've talked about 
building a hotel. I said, I would sup- 
port that.” 

The casino, then, may be the latest 
cause of conflict between the Shin- 
necock people and Southampton. But 
whether the planned construction

North Fork’s 


Power to Inspire

he North Fork is a place of breath- 
taking water views, quiet serenity 
and small-town charm, and while that 
makes it an ideal day trip destination, 
it makes for even better art retreats. 
Aware of this fact and looking for a 
way to give back to the community, the 
Sound View hotel has hosted the Un- 
common Art Residency Program for 
the past three years, inviting artists 
to refill their creative tanks and gain 
newfound inspiration. This year, the 
hotel has partnered with fellow Green- 
port mainstay Harborfront Inn to ex- 
pand its artist-in-residence program. 
With the 2021 program running 
February through April, two artists 
have already completed their week- 
long residencies. Looking back at their 
time in paradise, they both speak 
highly of the residency and the North 
Fork’s power to inspire artists. Har- 
borfront Inn’s first-ever art resident 
was none other than Joe Iconis, com- 
poser of Broadway musical sensation 
Be More Chill. 
For his residency, Iconis set out to 
work on his upcoming production The 
Unauthorized Hunter S. Thompson

Musical. Though he did have a goal 
in mind, the relaxed nature of the 
residency allowed him to work on his 
own schedule and take in the beauty 
of Greenport, without worrying about 
presenting something to an audience 
at the end of his stay. 

“Tt allowed me, as an artist, to just 
focus on the work itself and not the 
presentation of work,” Iconis says, 
adding that it was a much-needed 
vacation from his one-bedroom New 
York City apartment. “The residency 
not only provided me space that I 
haven't had and a change of scenery 
in a literal way, but also the [Village] 
of Greenport is one I’ve fallen in love 
with over the last couple years. And 
what I love about it is it really does feel 
like a community.” 

Iconis describes the people he en- 
countered on multiple occasions like 
characters in a play, “in scene one, 
then returning in scene six,” and this, 
in turn, helped him to strengthen the 
world and characters of his project. 
“Going back to work on the show while 
hanging around Greenport, being able 
to overhear conversations ... I think it 
really affected the kind of sprawl of 
some of the Hunter stuff that I was 
coming back to,” he says. “I feel like 
being in my apartment, the thing that 
I was focusing the most on when writ- 
ing the show was these very internal, 
solitary moments for the lead char- 
acter of Hunter. And then being in 
Greenport, exposed to other humans 
and their situations, it allowed me to 
think about them, the bigger picture 
and the world that this guy is walking 
through.” 

While Greenport was a key source 
of inspiration for Iconis, the scenery 
around him was equally uplifting. 

“Tm not an artist writing musicals 
about nature and seagulls—I’ve lived 
in Manhattan since I was a kid, anda 
lot of the stuff I write is very urban and 
city-minded—however, being right 
on the water and having this thriv- 
ing little town and gorgeous coastal 
scenery, it really is inspiring to me,” he 


says. “Being in a hotel room overlook- 
ing a beautiful harbor with essentially 
nothing but me, my notebooks and 
my computer, it really made me think 
about what I’m doing and why. And 
luckily, it felt like I’m still doing the 
right thing.” : 

While Harborfront Inn’s first artist- 
in-residence doesn’t dabble in ocean- 
themed art, their second artist, Juliet 
Schreckinger, considers the sea her 
muse. As a 21-year-old college stu- 
dent, her first art residency experience 
couldn’t have been more serendipi- 
tous. 

“This being my first one is just the 
most amazing experience ever, be- 
cause my art is usually marine-based 
and aquatic-based, so being on the 
harbor it’s just been such an amazing 
opportunity to take my own reference 
photos and stuff, which is very diffi- 
cult to do most of time,” she explains, 
adding that one day she spent hours 
photographing seagulls. “I’m also ex- 
tremely interested in lighthouses, so 
I’ve gotten some amazing photos of 
Horton Point Lighthouse, the Orient 
Point Lighthouse and ‘Bug’ Light- 
house.” 


Schreckinger also does a lot of work . 


with the PangeaSeed Foundation and 
the Surfrider Foundation, donating 
works to help raise money for the pro- 
tection of the ocean. 

“In a weird way, there’s a detach-

ment, I think, when always viewing 
the ocean through a screen and look- 
ing at reference photos through a 
screen, so I think there was something 
extremely rewarding about essentially 
being immersed in the actual animals 
and places,” she says of her residency. 

As a child, Schreckinger’s family 
visited the North Fork frequently, but 
being able to revisit the area as an 
adult with dreams of a future in art 
has allowed her to fully appreciate ev- 
erything Greenport and the hamlets 
have to offer. 

“I’m most inspired by the ocean, so 
to spend a week here just being able to 
work and look out my window and see 
what I’m really passionate about and 
what the end goal is—to be able to do 
gallery work referencing locations like 
this and animals in this area—I would 
say it’s given me a big boost artistically 
and creatively,” she says. “It was eye- 
opening to see how taking a moment 
and being in a peaceful environment... 
has opened my eyes to how important 
it is to take time for the things that 
matter and not always be so caught 
up in the career aspect of it and every- 
thing else, and just getting back to the 
roots of doing this because I love art.”

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What To Know When Building A Greenhouse 


BEAUTIFUL VICTORIAN STYLE GREENHOUSE WITH CUPOLA AND WEATHERVANE

If youre an avid gardener, you'll 
want to get a jumpstart on planting 
for the spring and summer seasons. 
And there’s no better way to start 
than with your very own greenhouse. 

The first step in designing a green- 
house is figuring out where to put 
it, notes Andrew M. Simko, owner 
of Garden Under Glass, a Dix Hills- 
based company that builds the foun- 
dation, assembles, and glazes green- 
houses. 


LOCATION, LOCATION, 
LOCATION 


You'll have to assess which part 
of your yard gets the most sunlight. 
Typically, it’s either a southern, east- 
ern or western exposure, but it often 
depends on how much shade there is 
due to tree cover. 

“You don’t want to put it on the 
north side of the house because you 
do most of your growing in the win- 
ter time and with the sun low in the 
sky, the house would shade it for the 


ae 


whole day, so you would not really get 
any sunshine into it,” explains Simko. 

Since most gardeners work in 
greenhouses in the winter, the struc- 
tures are typically attached to the 
house, so you don’t have to go outside 
to work in them. 

“So you'd like a door to go right 
from the house into your greenhouse, 
if it’s possible,” says Simko. 

But if your house faces south and 
the back faces north, you might need 
to place a detached greenhouse in 
the backyard, so the house wouldn’t 
shade it. 


MATERIALS/ 
SHAPES/SIZES 


Glass is the least expensive glazing 
material and costs less than plastic, 
which doesn’t hold up over time. 

“The sun deteriorates plastic rath- 
er rapidly,” notes Simko. 

Greenhouses come in various 
shapes, from lean-to, which looks 
like a shed roof that slopes down to a 
vertical wall, or gable, which attaches 
to the house at one end, or curved 


eave or straight eave, both of which 
look similar to a house. 

A greenhouse can run anywhere 
from 4 feet wide by 6 feet long to 25 
feet wide by 75 feet long, and any- 
where in between, says Simko. 

“It depends on how much space 
you have, how big your budget is, 
and what you're going to grow,’ says 
Simko, “That determines the size.” 


BUILDING A 
GREENHOUSE 


The greenhouse is built on a con- 
crete foundation that’s dug about 30 
to 36 inches below grade. 

“That’s to get under the frost line, 
so when the ground freezes it doesn’t 
push the foundation up and break the 
glass,” Simko explains. 

You place the structure on a con- 
crete block about 8 inches above 
ground so that you can open the door 
without worrying about shoveling 
snow. 

Above the concrete, the floor con- 
sists of 4 inches of gravel and, be- 
tween the benches, flagstone walk- 


ing paths. The gravel floor prevents 

fallen seeds from germinating into 

weeds and plants. 
Garden Under Glass will also sup- 


ply custom-sized benches, windows, 


and ridge vents that can be auto- 
mated with a motor and thermostat. 
In addition, the distributor will in- 
stall suspended misting nozzle water 
systems controlled by a time clock, 
thermostatically controlled gas, pro- 
pane or electric heating systems, and 
shades that can be used during the 
warmer months 


ALMOST 
MAINTENANCE FREE 


The greenhouse, which is made 
from aluminum and glass, requires 
no maintenance, says Simko. 

“Maybe once a year, if you want to 
get a pressure washer and wash the 
outside of the glass a little bit, that’s 
about it,” he explains. “It’s really 
maintenance free.”

Keeping Your Roof 


Clear of Snow 


Icy winter landscapes are beautiful, but they can prove burdensome to 
homeowners. As snow piles up, all that weight equates to structural stress, 
especially for buildings with flat roofs. 

Here’s how to prevent snow build-up from damaging your home. 


I. PREVENT ICE DAMS 

An ice dam is just what it sounds like-ice build up that blocks off sections of 
your roof and prevents snow from sliding off. Invest in heated cables to help the 
snow slide right off your roof’s back. 


2. CALCULATE SNOW LOAD 

While most roofs are designed to hold up to 20 pounds per square foot 
according to modern building codes, older structures and those with flat roofs may 
struggle under the weight of even moderate snow accumulation. 

To calculate the snow load on your roof, assume that every inch deep of snow 
equals 1.25 pounds. Your equation for determining snow load, S x 1.25 = P, is 
fairly straightforward math. S equals the depth in inches of the snow on your roof 
and P represents the pounds per square foot your roof is supporting. 


3. USE A ROOF RAKE 

If you have too much snow on your roof, you’!I need the right tool for the job. 
If you have a pitched roof, you can use a long-handled rake to remove snow from 
your roof. But not just any rake will do. Look for a long-handled roof rake. 


4. CALL IN THE PROS 

Roof snow removal services are less expensive than you might think- especially 
when you consider emergency costs for slipping and falling or the kind of damage 
your home could sustain if the roof collapses.

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PLANNING FOR CHILDREN 
WITH SPECIAL NEEDS

Estate planning is important for 
everyone, but for families with a 
special-needs child, it is nothing 
short of critical. As a child with 
special needs approaches age 18, 
families must prepare for continued 
decision-making for that child and 
secure legal authority to do so. 
Understanding the types of special- 
needs trusts and the guardianship 
proceeding available for individuals 
with special needs is the best place 
to start to protect your loved ones. 


Preparing a Last Will and Testament 
is the first order of business for 
parents of a child with special 
needs. It is important to make sure 


‘that your child’s inheritance is 


directed into a special-needs trust 
(also called a supplemental-needs 
trust) for the child’s benefit. Special- 
needs trusts permit individuals with 
special needs to retain funds from 
an inheritance without eliminating 
or reducing government benefits 


such as Medicaid or Supplemental - 


Security Income (SSD) benefits. 


Third-party special-needs trusts are 
established by an individual such 
as a parent or grandparent with 
their assets for the benefit of a child 
or grandchild with special needs. 
A third-party special-needs trust 
may be established and funded 
during the parents’/grandparents’ 
lifetime (a living trust) or may 
be established in a Last Will and 
Testament (a testamentary trust) 
and therefore not created or funded 
until the death of the parent/ 
grandparent. In either case, the 
creation or funding of the third- 
party special-needs trust has no 
effect on the child's eligibility for 
government benefits. Further, as 
another individual's assets are used 
to fund the third-party trust, there 
is no payback requirement to the 


_ state. Instead, any assets remaining 
_ in the trust at the time the person 


with special needs passes away 
may be inherited by other family 
members or beneficiaries. 


Self-settled special-needs trusts 
can be established by a parent, 
grandparent, legal guardian, or the 


_ special-needs person themselves (if 
_ they have capacity) under the age of 
_ 65. The difference, however, is that 


_ this trust is funded with the assets

of the person with 
special needs, 
such as lawsuit 
proceeds, retroactive government | 
benefits, or an inheritance which | 
was left outright to them. The 
trust must be a payback trust and © 
therefore any funds remaining in 
the trust upon the death of the 
special-needs person must be 
paid back to the government as 
reimbursement for government 
benefits expended on their behalf. 


Parents of children with special 
needs must plan for the child’s 
care. beyond the age of 18. If 
parents wish to continue to make 
important decisions for their | 
child after age 18, such as medical 
care, financial, and residential 
placement decisions, they must 
become the legal guardian of the 
child. A petition to become the 
guardian in this case is typically 
brought in the Surrogate’s Court 
and is appropriate for children 
with intellectual or developmental 
disabilities. An Article 17A 
Guardianship covers most decisions _ 
that are usually made by a parent 
for a child, including healthcare and 
financial decisions. The court can | 
appoint a guardian of the person, 
the property, or both.

Sputnik, Pfizer, Moderna, 
Sinovac and AstraZeneca 
vaccines are being used 
around the world and 
the Johnson & Johnson 
single shot vaccine, which 
can be stored in a regu- 
lar refrigerator, is being 
evaluated by the FDA as I write these 
words. Merck has an RNA-blocking 
antiviral for COVID-19 that may be 
released by March, which will be a

game changer for early treatment of 
the disease. In other parts of the 
world, repurposed drugs like 
Ivermectin are being used 
for treatment and prophy- 
laxis with observational 
reported success. Avigan, 
a flu drug from Japan, is 
being used in Russia, 
Turkey and India with 
some reported success. 
In the United States, we 
have learned how to use 
IV _ steroids like dexa- 
methasone to treat this 
disease, as well as high 
flow nasal oxygen. It turns out that hy- 
droxychloroquine only helps if given 
in the first 72 hours of symptom onset 
and is useless after that, as the find- 


ings of Dr. Harvey Risch at Yale have 
demonstrated. 

We must wear masks—mostly not to 
spread disease and block it from trav- 
eling long distances as well as block- 
ing it from entering our lungs. We have 
learned that it may even enter through 
the eyes. Even if vaccinated, we can 
still get infected, though not end up in 
a hospital, but one can still be a silent 
spreader. The “new normal” will be 
masks, hand washing often, not touch- 
ing door handles and gas pumps and 
fewer hugs, kisses and handshakes. 
We will learn to appreciate pastimes 
such as going to the movies, theater, 
galas, dances, weddings, bar mitzvahs 
and baptisms. Parents will appreciate 
teachers more than they ever would 
have imagined. Doctors, nurses, EMS 


workers, respiratory therapists and all 


medical personnel will no longer be 
called providers but heroes. We have 
new priority portfolios and realize 
health, medicine, medical supplies, 
and good science are now national 
security. We must all come together 
in peace, love and happiness as Team 
America and continue to be the light- 
house for Freedom and Democracy.

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Your Child Missing Milestones? When the next 


step is an IEP

H ave you noticed your child strug-. 
gling in school? Perhaps they are 


having a hard time learning to read, 


can't grasp multi-step math problems, 
or are having difficulty staying focused 


in class. Their self-esteem is plummet- . 


ing as schoolwork becomes increas- 
ingly challenging, and their struggles 
seem insurmountable. Your child may 
have special needs and, if so, the soon- 


er you can identify these needs and | 
address them, the better it will be for __ 


their overall confidence and academic 
performance. So what can you do? 

For starters, if you see your child 
struggling, talk to their doctor and 
teacher. Discuss milestones they may 
or may not have met and determine 
if their teacher notices the same chal- 
lenges you see at home. If you feel 
these struggles are getting worse or 
think they may benefit from additional 
accommodations at school, you might 
consider having them tested. This test- 
ing can be done for free either through 
your state’s early intervention program 
Gf your child is under age three) or 
through your child’s school district. 
The evaluation and specific tests ad- 
ministered may range, but evaluators 
will typically test your child’s IQ and 
will likely also test language, motor, 
. behavior, and achievement skills. 


IEP OR 504 PLAN 


Depending on the evaluation results 
and your child’s needs, your child may 
qualify for either an IEP or a 504 plan. 
An IEP details your child’s specific 
goals and a plan for what your school 
will do to help meet those goals, in- 
cluding specific services, like speech 
therapy, occupational therapy, physical 
therapy, and academic support. A 504 
plan helps provide accommodations 
for support within the classroom, such 
as additional time on tests, an aide in 
the classroom, preferential seating, 
and/or modified homework. Typically 
students who have a less severe dis- 
ability (like anxiety, ADHD, etc.) and 
not a diagnosed learning disability will 
receive a 504. Students who need more 
services, including speech therapy, oc- 
cupational therapy, physical therapy, 
special education teacher support ser- 
vices, etc., would receive an IEP. 


KNOW YOUR RIGHTS 
Federal law indicates that every 
child is entitled to a free and appropri- 


ate education in the least restrictive 
environment possible. Three specific 
federal laws apply to children with 
special needs, including the Individu- 
als with Disabilities Act (IDEA), Sec- 
tion 504 of the Rehabilitation Act, and 
the Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA). These laws’ specifics can vary 
by state, so it’s important for you to un- 
derstand the procedures and criteria

504 usually have less severe disabilities 
or do not fall into one of the categories 
stipulated under IDEA. The ADA indi- 
cates that children with special needs 
cannot be discriminated against and 
must be provided appropriate services 
and programs suitable to their needs. If 
your school district refuses to provide 
appropriate services to your child, you 
may initiate a due process hearing to

Your special 
needs child can still have dreams and 
aspirations that can be achieved with 
support and guidance.
